1) Overview of Global Match Process 


Carrie Robinette started off the call by asking if there were any questions regarding the Global Match 
process in general. Hearing none, moved on to item number 2 on the agenda. 

2) Review and Consolidation of Global Match Property List 

Carrie Robinette indicated that this was a work in progress to get the list consolidated. Carrie asked 
Joshua Storey to discuss the current number of reconstructions active under the WVNG? 

Joshua Storey indicated that he took the total number of reconstructions and rehabilitations active and 
it totaled to 149. There are 73 confirmed reconstructions out of the 149 at this time. Josh indicated that 
he would be sending out that list of properties that afternoon. 

Carrie discussed the list of 749 properties that was initially submitted as part of the Global Match 
application and indicated that it was a priority to get that list consolidated to what is still active in the 
WV Rise Program. Proposed a work session to consolidate this list. Proposed date is November 16, 2018 
at 9:00 a.m. Carrie is going to send out a meeting invite. 

Carrie then asked Brian to discuss his next steps once the list is consolidated. Brian indicated that he 
would have to send a letter to FEMA formally withdrawing the properties that are eliminated off of the 
list of 749 properties. FEMA will be responsible for taking care of the rest of the process. Susan indicated 
that the properties were not actually entered into FEMA's NEMIS system yet, therefore there is nothing 
specifically to "withdraw" but we will have to have a letter that indicates which properties are not going 
to be included. 


Mike asked what was needed in terms properties and the amount of Global Match cost needed. Carrie 
indicated that there was not a set number of properties. Brian indicated that the estimate for Global 
Match is $10 million. 

Mike also asked if we are tracking the financial side. Carrie showed Mike a copy of the dashboard and 
pointed out the financial section where the non-federal share for HMGP will be tracked. 

Stephanie Everfield asked, from an EHP perspective, that when a property is submitted to FEMA EHP, 
will the complete WV Rise EHP Review be included for every property? And for each project, will it only 
be Global Match properties? The answer is "Yes" to all of the above. The project application submitted 
for review to FEMA EHP will include both the complete Tier I and Tier II reviews completed by the WV 
Rise program. 

Captain Mclntire indicated that he was not aware that we would need the Tier I Review. Rick Snodgrass 
indicated that because the Tier I is referenced in the Tier II review and because the consultations for the 
Endangered Species Act (ESA) was done as part of the Tier I (county level) review FEMA EHP needed that 
documentation. 

Carrie indicated that Joshua Storey had provided a complete Tier II review and, based on prior meetings, 
a copy of the ESA concurrence letter from U.S. Fish and Wildlife. Carrie and Rick then both indicated that 
a copy of the letter from the State of West Virginia to U.S. Fish and Wildlife requesting that consultation 
was needed. Josh and Maj. Mclntire indicated that they would try and track down the letter through 
Jennifer Ferrell with the West Virginia Department of Commerce. 

Stephanie then asked if there would be the option of reaching back to the contractors and WV Rise EHP 
if there are any questions. Maj. Mclntire said he could provide the contact information for Marshall 
University and the sub-contractor being used for the historical preservation review. 

3) HMGP Eligibility Requirements 

Carrie indicated that there was an outstanding question for follow-up on from the October 3, 2018 
meeting regarding the current construction standards being used by WV Rise? Captain Mclntire 
indicated that they are following the 2015 International Building Codes (IBC) along with other applicable 
state codes. Maj. Mclntire indicated there are even elements from the 2018 International Building 
Codes that the contractors may be adopting as well but at a minimum will meet the 2015 ICB. Maj. 
Mclntire said it would depend on the county requirements as far as standards applied. Brian asked that 
if the version of the IBC vary, that the version be identified somewhere in the paperwork. 

Maj. Mclntire said his understanding is that each property will being going through the entire case 
management process with VOAD before it's assigned to a contractor. It will then go to WVDHSEM/FEMA 
for review then go back to VOAD so a Notice to Proceed can be issued to the WVNG to proceed with 
construction. 

Maj. Mclntire indicated that some communities/counties would not be issuing Certificates of 
Occupancy. His question is, if the WVNG needs to do a Certificate of Occupancy, they can do that since 
they are completing the final construction check-list. Maj. Mclntire said regardless of whether or not a 
Certificate of Occupancy is issued, a final inspection will be performed. Susan asked who would be 


signing off on the final inspection. Both Susan and Carrie indicated that as long as the person signing off 
of the inspection was a licensed Building Official it should be fine. 

Mike indicated that WVDHSEM will have something in the files that indicate who and the credentials of 
the person(s) signing off of the "Certificate of Occupancy."

Maj. Mclntire indicated that the WVNG will create a Certificate of Occupancy for each property and 
indicate which version of the building codes will be applicable. 

Maj. Mclntire then indicated that his concern was the review time once it gets into the WVDHSEM and 
FEMA que and that he was told that review needed to be one day. Brian and Carrie indicated that one 
day is not going to happen. The review process was discussed with both WVDHSEM and FEMA indicated 
that a joint review could possibly be done to be as efficient as possible but it will be more than one day. 

Josh had already provided at least one package (for Spence) that Kelli Batch has reviewed but Brian 
needs to look at Kelli's comments. Carrie indicated that one of the things was first noticed is that the 
plans for what was going to be rebuilt were not provided and that the homeowners name was spelled 
differently in three different places. Carrie, Susan and Brian all indicated that catching those things 
before the package comes to WVDHSEM and FEMA it will cut down on the review times. 

Maj. Mclntire made the suggestion that along with the address, the latitude and longitude should be 
included as they are always accurate and could be verified using the WV Flood Tool. Rick added that for 
EHP purposes, they prefer the latitudes and longitudes as well. 

Based on a question from Maj. Mclntire, Brian explained the documents needed and showed him a copy 
of the checklist presented during the October 3, 2018 meeting. VOAD and Maj. Mclntire indicated that 
the checklist would be put in the front of each property file. 

4) Dashboard for use for Weekly Review 

Carrie indicated that a version of the dashboard was submitted but because it still was bringing up more 
questions rather than answers it was not sent out. Carrie is going to work with VOAD to continue to fine 
tune the information on the dashboard. Carrie said that once the property list is narrowed down the 
dashboard will be easier to use and fill in on a bi-weekly basis.

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Appendix A: Meeting Minutes 


Introduction 

Matt McCullough, FEMA Region III, provided opening remarks on why FEMA conducts Risk Reduction 
Consultations and what topics they should cover. The Risk Reduction Consultation provides the State and FEMA 
an opportunity to talk about priorities and administrative capabilities for Hazard Mitigation Plans (HMPs), as well 
as a pathway to connect with different agencies. Next, Terence Milstead, Resilience Action Partners, guided the 
group through an overview of the day's agenda. 

Review of Risk Reduction Priorities 

Following opening remarks, Terence Milstead led a group discussion on the previously identified State risk- 
reduction priorities and their current progress. 

• Stagger local mitigation plan submission timelines 

o Brian Penix, West Virginia State Hazard Mitigation Officer, shared background information on 
this priority. Previously, there was a year where all local and State plans expired on the same 
day. To monitor funding opportunities, it became a priority of the State to stagger the 
development of plans in coordination with regional Planning District Commissions (PDCs). 

o To enforce this, the State gave more time to communities and regions to develop 
comprehensive, non-rushed plans. 

o Matt McCullough added that many PDCs have embraced this approach to plan development, 
and they developed new scopes of work to enhance risk assessment beyond minimum 
requirements. 

o Brian Penix shared that the State Resiliency Office (SRO) will play a large role in in plan 

integration. The State is conducting a cross-disaster analysis to consider mitigation during plan 
development, which will help guide the SRO. 

• Champion new floodplain management quick guide and help with rollout 

o Kevin Sneed, West Virginia State National Flood Insurance Program (NFIP) Coordinator, shared 
that the quick guide rollout has been going well. The guide is distributed at all community visits 
and has been received by roughly 100 people. 

o He explained that the quick guide is a tool for floodplain managers to help make their jobs more 
efficient and easy to understand. It contains brief excerpts from the floodplain management 
process from carrying out mitigation actions to determining if properties are in the floodplain. 

• Strengthen trainings, hone messaging at trainings, and improve outreach efforts 

o Kevin Sneed shared that West Virginia has had a variety of trainings over the last year, including 
a substantial damage training and an insurance agents' training. 

o On the outreach front, the State just confirmed a contract to utilize 18 billboards statewide for 
messaging about flood insurance and Preferred Risk Policies. Additionally, a flood model 
simulator is being presented all over the State and has been covered by local media. 
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The group discussed additional successes in the State, including: 

• The State is working to align its priorities with the Governor's new Hazard Mitigation Grant Program 
priorities. In many instances, they are conducting projects on water, mitigation reconstruction, and 
elevation for the first time. 

• The State is also piloting a project that uses machines to alert the public when there is a disaster 
approaching. The project can also be used to show messages about flood insurance. 

• The WV Division of Homeland Security and Emergency Management moved to a new building and has 
been planning multiple trainings and one-on-one meetings. 

To wrap up the discussion on the past year's progress and focus on next year, Terence Milstead asked the group 
the following questions: 

• Are the three priorities from last year still important? 

o The group collectively agreed that the previously identified priorities would remain. 

• Are there other priorities that have emerged since last year that need to be added to the list? 

o Brian Penix said that transferring risk reduction responsibilities to the SRO should be prioritized, 
since the SRO was set up by the legislature and has the authority to require mitigation actions. 

■ Kathryn Lipiecki suggested merging the conversations and priorities of the NFIP 
Coordinator and State Hazard Mitigation Officer with the SRO. Anyone involved in 
floodplain management, resiliency planning or mitigation planning should be involved. 

■ Carrie Robinette echoed that there is a need to bring additional agencies, like West 
Virginia University (WVU), the SRO, and the West Virginia Conservation Agency, into the 
conversation. 

o Amy Pauley noted that a concrete priority for the State would be to develop a set of standard 
data requirements from local HMPs to incorporate into the State HMP. Currently, there is 
inconsistency across plans. 

■ Brian Penix noted that to do this, we need to find the source of applicable data and then 
pull from a standard dataset. 

■ Kurt Donaldson, WVU, agreed that data and risk assessments need to be consistent. In 
West Virginia, it is useful to see dashboards to ensure community boundaries and 
resources are correct and available. 

Terence Milstead wrapped up his questions by circling back to newly identified priorities. The survey that was 
distributed prior to the meeting identified the need to strengthen meetings as the top priority for the State, and 
the group shared insights: 

• Kevin Sneed said that West Virginia has strong meetings and has come a long way. 

• Rich Sobota agreed that the Floodplain Management handout and West Virginia Flood Pool are strong 

and serve communities well. 

• Kathryn Lipiecki asked if a new focus should be on providing additional information about mapping 
efforts. 

o Kevin Sneed said that it definitely should be - the State is kicking off more projects than ever, 

and it may be a good idea to dig into the messaging surrounding mapping projects. 

• Amy Pauley mentioned that there is a need to bring training to local leaderships on putting together 
resiliency plans. 
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Bob Pierson said that there needs to be project-related specific outreach, such as distributing 
dashboards. 




To further structure the new priority, the group broke it down into the following categories: 

What: Conduct outreach specific to communities and projects that publicizes existing data within the West 
Virginia Hazard Mitigation Flood Tool. 

How: Utilize existing outreach opportunities, such as insurance conferences and listservs, to reach 
communities and increase visibility of data. Additionally, leaders of the project will determine key message 
points. 

Who: SRO, WVU, FEMA 

To bring the conversation back to hazard mitigation planning, Kathryn Lipiecki asked the group to discuss 
priorities within the newly adopted West Virginia HMP and see how they relate to priorities discussed today. 

• Brian Penix noted that there were considerable changes to the State plan, and that it will contain an 
executive summary outlining mitigation activities in the State with the SRO as a lead. 

• Kathryn Lipiecki suggested including communities that have participated in mitigation activities in the 
plan and upcoming meetings to demonstrate successful action. Success can be measured by loss 
avoidances or number of claims reduced, for example. 

To wrap up the meeting, Terence Milstead asked the group if they would be open to moving the 2019 Risk 
Reduction Consultation that was previously targeted for November 2018 to February 2019 for broader 
participation. They agreed to meet in February of 2019. 

Closing Remarks 

Kathryn Lipiecki provided closing remarks and adjourned the meeting.
